THE TRAVANCORE RAIL WAYS ACT . 
PASSED BY HIS HIGHNESS THE MAHARAJA OF TRAVANCORE 
UNDER DATE THE 20TO YEDOM 1115 CORRESPONDING 

TO THE 2ND MAY 1940 . 
Wberabe all power and jurisdiction over the lao:ts in Travancora occupied by the 

section of the South Indian Knijway between Sbcocottah and Priv 
Pruernho. endruon (including the lands occupied by stations, by ont-buildings and 

for other railway purposes) bave been retroceded ito Our Gayernnent 
witb effect from 1st May 1940 under Notilinadigd No. 104/1.B Political Department, 
Simla , datud 23rd April 1940, 

And whereas it is expedient to make provision for 8718ngeriente consequent upon 
Buch retrocession ; It is hereby enacted up follows:
